This number completes the eleventh volume of the Booklist.

From the work of this department this year there have 
come several questions. One of these very important ques- 
tions was offered for your consideration some time ago but 
not in a way that made its meaning clear. The question was 
“Is your library the center of book distribution in your town 
or small city?” By this was meant, Can the library be the 
center of book information in the small town? Do peo- 
ple seek it, not only for something to read but also for what 
to read and what to buy? 

It has been suggested that the public library in a town 
which has no well equipped book store can be the real center 
of book buying even though it may not take actual orders. 
Of course, if this can be accomplished, the scope of its power 
is immeasurably increased. Next year we hope you will dis- 
cuss this idea through this page. 

Another question which we hope to discuss here is that 
of providing more books for children, especially adult books 
in the collections for children. We hope next year to print 
several short lists of such books, and we would be glad to 
receive your suggestions so that the lists may be as com- 
prehensive as possible. 

In connection with book selections for children watch the 
Proceedings for the papers which were given in the meet- 
ing of the Section on Library Work with Children. Public 
Libraries may give you some of it before the Proceedings 
are printed. You will find in them both joy and suggestions. 
I wish that everyone who has to select books for children 
could have attended that meeting. 

From the New York Public Library this month has come 
a delightful list, Poets of today. It includes about seventy 
poets with short annotations, largely inviting quotations from 
the poets themselves. Send a two-cent stamp to the New 
York Public Library and they will send you a copy. Write 
your address plainly.
